Although lam a member of the Pacific Pioneer Broadcasters, I still 
receive copies of The Broadcast Pioneer, even though our organizations 
have separated. In the last issue, I saw an interesting article by you, 

and a solicitation for information on old radio serials. I was in Chicago 
radio -- and extremely active in the field -- between April, 1939 and 

May, 1944, and during those five years appeared at least once or twice 

on every serial emanating from the Windy City. I created the role 

of Gil Whitney in "The Romance of Helen Trent", and played it for five 
years, until I left Chicago for the West Coast; shortly after that the 
program moved to New York, and the role was played thenceforth by 

David Gothard. Iam sure you remember that he was Helen's perennial 
suitor, although they never actually got around to marrying! Ihave 

many scripts of this old series, and a recording or two, which I could 
easily dub on to tape if you are interested, I also have scripts of at 

least a few of the early kid serials emanating from Chicago in those years, 
although I am afraid I don't have any tapes. The two I think of immediately 
are "Jack Army‘rong" and "Captain Midnight". One sf my first jobs in 
Chicago in 1939 was playing a role on "Little Orphan Annie"! Iam afraid 

I don't have a copy of that script, however. If scripts will do you any good, 
I will be happy to send you as many as you would like; on the other hand, 

if you are interested in tapes of any of the other daytime serials, I shall 
scrounge around and see what I can find. I certainly have not left the 

field, as you are doubtless aware, having starred for six years in the very 
popular TV serial, "The Millionaire", and I am now extremely active as 

a commercial announcer and narrator. But my heart goes out to anyone who 
wishes to recapture the nostalgia of those great radio days -- and I should 
like to offer my help, if you can use it!
